The grants to the United States by 


Nicaragua under the terms of the 
treaty comprise "the executive pro- 
priety rights necessary and conveni- 
ent for the construction, operation and 
maintenance of an interoceanic canal 
by the Nicaragua route, the lease lor 
ninty-uine years of Great and Little 
Corn islands in the Caribbean sea and 
the right to establish a naval base 
on the gilf of Fonseca." The treaty 
also grants an option to the United 
States of renewing the leases and 
grants for a further term of ninety- 
nine years. 
The territory leased is 


to pass under the laws and sovereign- 
ty of the United States. The property 
granted was not made free of taxes 
in the treaty proper, but the resolu- 
tion of ratification carried language 
by way of an amendment which ren- 
ders the property "forever free from 
all taxation or public charge." 


The consideration from the United 


States is the payment in United States 
gold coin of $3,000,000, to be applied 
by Nicaragua upon its Indebtedness. 
This was the provision of the text 
of the treaty, but the resolution oi 
ratification carries the following lan- 
guage as to how the money is to be 
used in addition to the reduction of 
the public debt: 
"Or other public 


purposes for the advancement of the 
welfare of Nicaragua in a manner to 
be determined by the two high con- 
tracting parties"; ail disbursements 
by the minister of finance of Nicara- 
gua subject to the approval of the 
secretary of state. 


The treaty was originally submitted 


to the senate by Secretary of State 
Bryan. 
The resolution of ratification 


carried a proviso submitted by Sena- 
tor Broussard assuring the protest- 
ing- Central American republic of the 
good Intentions of the United States 
and declaring that the rights of these 
states would be safeguarded.

The territory leased is 
to pass under the laws and sovereign­ 
ty of the United States. The property 
granted was not made free of taxes 
in the treaty proper, but the resolu­ 
tion of ratification carried language 
by way of an amendment which ren­ 
ders the property “forever free from 
all taxation or public charge." 
The consideration from the United 
States Is the payment in United States 
gold coin of $3,000,000, to be applied 
by Nicaragua upon Its indebtedness. 
This was the provision of the text 
of the treaty, but the resolution of 
ratification carries the following lan­ 
guage as to how the money Is to be 
used in addition to the reduction of 
the public debt: 
“Or other public 
purposes for the advancement of the 
welfare of Nicaragua in a manner to 
be determined by the two high con­ 
tracting parties“ ; all disbursements 
by the minister of finance of Nicara 
gua subject to the approval of the 
secretary of state. 
The treaty was originally submitted 
to the senate by Secretary of State 
Bryan. 
Tho resolution of ratification 
carried a proviso submitted by Sena­ 
tor Broussard assuring the protest­ 
ing* Central American ropublic of the 
good Intentions of the United States 
and declaring that the right3 of these 
states would be safeguarded. 


The ten dry counties are Jefferson, 
Huntingdon, Mifflin, Bedford, Venan* 
go, Greene, Wyoming, Juniata, Craw* 
ford and Lawrence.

Mrs. Wood's head, fired. 
Mrs. Wood 
died almost instantly. Mrs. Defoe sur* 
rendered to the police.

Tho local option bill was defeated In 
the New Jersey house of assembly, 
after a two-hour debate, the vote being 
forty against and nineteen for, with 
one member, O. H. Hammond, assem­ 
blyman from Somerset, abBent. 
The debate on the measure, which 
was passed by the senate last week, 
lasted two hours and a half. A fetaare 
was the opposition to the bill by south 
Jersey assemblymen, led by John B. 
Kates, minority leader, of Camden. 
Those who led in the debate besides 
Kates wero Roberts, of Burlington; 
Wolverton, of Camden; 
Runyon, of 
Union; Sheppard, of Salem, and West, 
of Gloucester.

Hard It Is 4o Separate Govern- 


ment Pack Animal From 


Uncle Sam's Rations. 


Z P. Hotchkiss. adjutant of Phil 


Sheridan post O. A. R. of Oak Park, 
HI., tells the following experience 
with a government mule. As an army 
telegrapher Mr. Hotchkiss was at- 
tached to the staff of General Canby 
in the final Mobile campaign. 


"The entire outfit for the construc- 


tion of the army telegraph lines," says 
Mr. Hotchkiss, "was carried on the 
hacks of forty pack mules. A coil of 
half a mile of wire hung upon each 
side of the saddle. 


•There ware six young operators, 


one from each corps, mounted on 
horses. To these boys had been in- 
trusted the government cipher and 
knowledge of the advance movement 
of the troops. These secrets were safe, 
as non« of the young fellows ever be- 
trayed a trust, 


"For the Mobile campaign the mules 


were drilled in the streets of New 
Orleans to follow the lead of the mule- 
teer or the horse of the chief opera- 
tor. 


"One day, while following in the 


rear of the army up the peninsula 
from Dauphine island, the entire train 
was trailing along in the rear of the 
chief operator, who knew nothing 
about ocean tides. 
The reel mule, 


'Old Tobe,' from whose back was un 
coiled the wire, was in advance and 
followed his leader into an arm of the 
Gulf ot Mexico. The operator's hor^e ; 
was soon beyond his depth and was 
swimming for shoal water when it was 
seen that 'Old Tobe' had sunk beneath 
hi£ heavy load. The muleteer swam 
his borse to where the reel mule had 
gone down, and after diving twice, 
came up gasping for breath. 
" 'The fool critter is walking toward 


the Spanish fort,' he said, 'but I'll get 
him this time, sure.' He dove again, 
and with his clasp knife cut the belly- 
band of the submerged mule and rid 
the animal of his load. 'Old Tobe' 
floated to the surface, shook the water 
from his ears, was towed ashore, 
pumped out, and a few hours later was 
again making the march for Fish river.

Only a misguided enthusiast, says 


the Journal of the American Medical 
Association would venture to make 
great claims at the present time for 
the possible future usefulness of ap> 
piied 
eugenics. 
The 
doctrines of 


heredity on which the new postulates 
arc based must first be subjected to 
critical investigation. 
The limita- 


tions of the practical aspects of eu- 
genics must be clearly formulated and 
emphasized. 
It is well enough to 


maintain in a general way that vital- 
ity is partly inherited and partly ac- 
qvired, and that "a sound physical and 
mental inheritance is a greater asset 
than the inheritance of extraneous ad- 
vantages like wealth.'" Many individ- 
uals, however, have assumed that the 
new science is primarily intended to 
foster a scheme of general govern- 
mental interference with marriage. As 
a matter of fact, tho most earnest stu- 
dents of the subject have at best 
hoped to promote the gradual estab- 
lishment of standards in public opin- 
ion.

About 3000 representatives 
were present. Dissatisfied with the rates 
charged to threebermen for insuring their 
employees under the workmen's compen- 
sation plan, the members took up the dis- 
cussion of how best to obtain relief. 


Horribly burned, with scarcely a spot of 


unhurt skin from her ankles to her head 
and suffering excruciating torment, Mrs. 
Margaret Corbett, 67 years old, of Carlisle 
died at the Todd Hospital, on Tuesday 
evening. This is the result of an accident 
which occurred when her clothing caught 
fire as ehe was lighting a stove to prepare 
dinner and was burned almost entirely 
from her body before her screams brought 
neighbors to her aid. Mrs. Corbett lighted 
a. piece of paper to set fire to some kind- 
ling, when the sweater she wore caught 
fire. 


George Myers, of Fayetteville, Franklin 


county committed suicide at his home 
shortly after one o'clock Thursday after- 
noon. His wife found him hanging sus- 
pended from a rafter in the attic about 
1:15. 
She called to her father, Cremer 


Dehart, who was close by and came and 
cut him down. Just a few minutes before 
the suicide Myers told his wife that he was 
going upstairs because there were children 
about that he did not wish to see. Soon 
after she heard a noise and when she went 
to investigate found him hanging with a 
rope fastened about his neck. Myers was 
aged about 40 years is survived be his wife 
1 daughter and 2 brothers. 


James Seibert, of near Spring Run, 


Franklin county, accidentally killed him- 
self while shooting hawks in the mountains 
Wednesday afternoon. The accident oc- 
curred about 3 miles from his home. Early 
in the afternoon Seibert in company with 
his father, David Seibert, and little broth- 
er went to the mountains After they had 
traveled about for some time young Seib- 
ert started down the mountain and in 
«ome manner slipped on the ice. Tin- 
trigger of his gun caught in the undcrbruch 
and the gun exploded, shooting him thru 
the heart. His death followed quickly. 
The little brother, who was with the party 
saw his brother fall mortally wounded. 


The county commissioners have received 


from the state department at Harrieburg 
blank nomination petitions for circulation 
for signatures for the primaries next May. 
Applications are being made for the pa- 
pers. The law provides that they must 
be properly executed and filed on or before 
April 18. Only petitions for district com- 
mitteemen and other party officers will be 
received by the county officials, all the 
others being filed in the office of the secre- 
tary of the commonwealth at Harrisburg. 
No elector will be permitted to sign more 
candidates' petitions for the same office 
than he can vote for at the election. 


A suit, for damages which had been 


brought against the Edison Electric Light 
company by Allen J. Eckert, of York, be- 
cause of injuries sustained by his little son. 
Andrew Eckert, when he fell into a hole 
dug by employes of that company, on 
April 28, 1913, has been amicably settled. 
The case was tried before Judge Ross and 
a common pleas court jury last October 
and the father was awarded $350 damages. 
A motion for a new trial was made by 
Eckert's attorney. Recently the parties 
concerned came to an agreement whereby 
the father of the boy received $500 from 
the Edison company will also pay the 
costs of the suit. 


Samuel Butts met a horrible death 


Tuesday morning at the pumping station 
of the Western Maryland Railroad, at 
Cherry Run. The first intimation that 
any one had that anything happened was 
when Daniel Kendricks, section foreman 
of the Western Maryland went to the 
pumping station and, gaining admittance 
to the building, found Mr. Butts lifless 
body, his brains having been crushed out.

Mr. Butts was aged 65 years he 
leaves a wife and 7 children. 


Charles Butts, 30 years old, of Hagers- f , 


town, committed suicide at his home on 
Friday afternoon by shooting himself in 
the forehead with a revolver. He was a '' 
son of Samuel Butts, the W. M. pump- < • 
man, who was found dead in the pump- , . 
house at Cherry Run on Tuesday with his , . 
skull crushed. It is said that worry over 
his father's death caused young Butts to 
take his life. He leaves his widow and 
lour small children. 


Six Candidates For Cong rest. 


Interest in congressional candidates in- 


creases as the time for the primaries ap- 
proaches, and at present there are no less 
than half a dozen prospective candidates 
in evidence, according to a political fore- 
cast in the York Gazette. 


S. Forry Laucks will in all probability 


announce himself at a very early date for 
the Democratic nomination. He was a 
delegate to the natbnal convention which 
nominated President Woodrow Wilson 


A. R. Brodbeck, will in all likelihood be 


a candidate for another nomination on the 
Democratic ticket, Prof. C. W. Stine, 
county superintendent of public schools, 
has definitely made his announcement on 
the same ticket, and James J. Gerry, ex- 
prothonotary, is now awaiting certain de- 
velopments, in the hope of being able to 
make his announcement in a few days. 


The Republicans, too, will have several 


candidates, from present indications. Con- 
gressman C. William Bcales says he does 
not want another term; but Cogressman- 
at-large D. F. Lafean shows signs of hob- 
nobbing with the nomination, and Dr. C. 
A. Keagy, of Hanover, also is sliid to like- 
ly be a candidate. Paul J. Gilbert, of 
York, is also a candidate, it is understood. 
A petition has appeared for placing the 
name of Samuel K. McCall, who had been 
chairman of the Bull Moose party in York 
county, on the Republican ticket for con- 
gress. 


The popularity of Congressman Lafean 


was agair. manifested when a petition for 
his renomination as one of Pennsylvania's 
congressmen-at-large 
w a s 
circulated. 


Within an hour the petition was filled. It 
is understood that petitions are now being 
handled in different counties by friends of 
Mr. Lafean. Congressmen-at-large require 
petitions containing 100 signatures from 
at least five counties of the state.

nf Mechanicsburg, it just became known 
that he and his housekeeper, Mrs. Alma 
Klink, were husband and wife, having 
been married about 10 years ago.

Falling into a pit in which were operat- 


ed the gears of an ore conveyor, George 
Ney, 39, was killed at the blast furnace at 
Robesonia. In his fall he tried to save 
himself by grabbing the chains that starts 
the gears. He lost his hold, but the mo- 
mentary clutch he obtained on the chain 
started the machinery, and when he fell 
on the gears he was crushed to death. He 
leaves a widow and four children. 


An attempt was made by an incendary 


to destroy the mop factory of the Ritter 
Manufacturing company, at Railroad, on 
Friday while the employes were at dinner. 
A two inch plank had been ripped from 
the floor and replaced after a quantity of 
cotton material, used in the mops, had 
been placed in the opening and ignited. 
The blaze was discovered and extinguished. 
The attempt is due to spite, it is thought. 


Farmer Killed in Runaway. 
Royal Myers, 65 years old, of near Bow- 


rnansdale, was found dead just east of 
Dillaburg, on Saturday evening about 7 
o'clock, by John Kline, a neighbor farmer 
returning from the Harrisburg market. 
Death, it is thought, was caused through 
internal injuries sustained in an accident 
on his way home from market. Mr. Myers 
was found lying beside nia market wagon, 
which was badly broke, evidence that a 
runaway had occurred. The horse was 
standing near the wagon. It is thot that 
Myers, who sometimes hung the lines 
about his neck, fell into a dose, and the 
horse, becoming frightened at a P. & R. 
train and running away, threw him from 
the wagon. His wife and six children sur- 
vive.

Beales, as the principal for the appoint- 
ment to the U. S. Naval academy at An- 
napolis, Md., from the Twentieth congres- 
sional district. 


A. P. Gardner, congressman from Mas- 


sachusetts, has been secured to deliver the 
oration in the Soldiers' National Cemete- 
ry; at Gettysburg, on Memorial Day. He 
is now serving his eighth term in Congress, 
and has attained much prominence in the 
past few years thru his advocacy of the 
preparedness policy. 


C. L. Hoffman, a Carlisle grocer, on

In Washington's will, too, admitted to pro- 
bate in the county of Fairfax, Virginia, February 7, 1812, was this 
"item": "To ray dearly beloved wife, Martha Washington, I give and 
bequeath . . . my household and kitchen furniture of every sort 
and kind, with the liquors and groceries which may be on hand." 
Another clause of this vrill read: "I give and bequeath to the said 
Lav/rence Lewis and Eleanor Pcrke Lewis, his wife, the residue of 
my Mount Verncn estate . . .. together with the mill, distillery 
and all other houses." 
IN the "Writings of George Washington," published by Worthing- 


ton Chauncey Ford, VoL I, pages 1 and 2, there is, in a Journal 


statement: 


"We set out early and finished about 1 o'clock, then traveled up to Frederick 


Town . . . . I took a review of ye town and returned to our lodgings, 
where we had a good dinner prepared for us. Wine and Rum Punch in plenty, 
and a good feather bed with clean sheets, which was a very agreeable regale."

of the building lines along said streets, 
alleys and highways, as shown upon a re- 
cord thereof prepared by the said Adam 
E. Kohr, engineer, and marked "Plan of 
the Borough of New Oxford, Adams 
County, Pennsylvania, Showing Street 
Grades and Street and Alley Lines mark- 
ed (a)" and filed with the Secretary of the 
Town Council, be and the same are here- 
by accepted, approved, adopted and es- 
tablished as and for the established grades 
and building lines of the said Borough. 


SECTION 2. That the grade and build- 


ing line monuments and markers erected 
at various points and places in said bor- 
ough under the supervision of the said 
Adam E Kohr, engineer, in accordance 
with the plans and surveys hereinbefore 
referred to, be and the same are hereby 
accepted as the grade and building line 
markers of this borough. 


SECTION 3 
All grades and building 


line locations heretofore made and es- 
tablished that are inconsistent with the 
said Adam E. Kohr location? are hereby 
repealed and annulled.

Drive South Menaces Turks' 


Mesopotamia!) Army. 


SLAVS ARE NEAR TREBIZOND 


,Turkish Losses In Past Two Weeks' 


FI8hting Said to be Nearly 100,000. 
Bitlis Reported Evacuated. 


The Russians have occupied the en- 


tire Lake Van district, the Turks re- 
tiring southward and even evacuating 
Bitflis, according to a Petrograd des- 
patch received in Rome and given out 
by the wireless press. 


On the other wing, according to the 


despatch, the Russian advance guards 
have arrived within a short distance 
of Trebizond, on the Black sea coast. 


Earlier despatches show that the 


Russians are pressing their advance 
on both flanks. Driving the Turkish 
rear guards before them with heavy 
losses, one of their armies is advanc- 
ing rapidly toward Diarbekr, on the 
Tigris river. 


Diabekr is only fifty miles from the 


Constantinople-Bagdad 
railway, 
the 


only line of communication for the 
Turkish army in Mesopotamia. 


Turkish losses in the past two 


weeks' fighting with the Russians are 
said to be nearly 100,000 men in kill- 
ed, wounded and 
prisoners. 
The 


kaiser is reported to have sent an im- 
perative message to Field Marshal von 
Per Goltz, the chief military adviser 
of the Turkish army, that the ad 
vance of the Russians must be stop 
ped at any cost. 


It is reported on excellent authority 


.that a big German force is being mass- 
ed east of Constantinople for the pro- 
tection of the Turkish capital. 
The 


menace of the Russian invasion of 
Turkey is more dangerous that at any 
other time during the course of the 
war. Approximately 250,000 Russians 
have poured through the passes of 
the Caucasian mountains supported 
by enormous quantities of artillery. 


Along the Black sea littoral Rus 


slan warships are bombarding Turk 
ish towns. 


Information received in Rome that 


the Turkish rout in the Caucasus sur- 
passes all imagination. No unit re 
mains intact and the debris of the 
army in flight is being massacred by 
the insurgent population.
